Mr. V7m. Rogers testified to seeing O'Malley 


La Goby's saloon on Wednesday aftemooi 
about 4 o'clock and saw him take a drink o 
whisky. He noticed at the time that be had 
boon drinking, but acted In perfect health 
r«t«r in tbe afternoon saw Marshal Johnson 
jrrlth the assistance of others take him to th 
calaboose. Then he was perfectly helpl«* 
and had te be carried. 


Mr. A a Hill, ffho aided Johnson In >*k 


ing O'Malley to tbe jail, said >n»r he na 
belplans at the time and was frothing at thi 
noso*nd mouth. He was satisfied at tb 
time that the man was in a djing condition 
the pupils of his eyes belli* turned upwards 
and dilated. 


Alfred Johnson under oath said that he 


found the mau lying on tbe sldewttlk In froul 
ot Goby's baloou. He tried to take him to 
jail bnt had to call for the assistance of Mr 
Hill. When we took him there he was froth- 
ing at the mouth and nose like a horse with 
theeplzootlc. Locked him In tbe lull and al

Mr. Jobnson gave at bis opinion tbat the
